U.S. BUMP’S FEAT 


James Ross, disabled 
commited suicide here by taking rat 
poison July 15. was cut from 100 per 
cent disability to fifteen per cent dis¬ 
ability only after a thorough and ex¬ 
haustive examination had been made, 
according to George Derby, district ad¬ 
ministrator of the Department of Pen¬ 
sions and National Health, who cmn- 
mented on the case at the Shaugh- 
nessy Hospital yesterday afternoon. 

Dr. A. P. Proctor, chief medical of¬ 
ficer of the department, explained all 
pensioners were examined periodically 
In Instances where the dlAblllty of 
the pensioner might get either better 
or worse. 

"A recent examination of Ross by 
British Columbia doctors," said Dr. 
Proctor, "disclosed the condition of 
the patient was considerably improved 
and that his disability at the time was 
only a minor disability. But rather 
than do anything drastic in the way 
of cutting a pension, officials in the 
east advised that the patient be sent 
to the Christie 8treet Hospital In To¬ 
ronto for a thorough examination. 
That was done and the examination 
confirmed the decision of the doctors 
here, Ross's disability being placed at 
fifteen per cent.” 

HEART TROUBLE 

Ross, who came to Vancouver from 
Edmonton, had been pensioned be¬ 
cause of "disordered action of the 
heart," said Dr. Proctor. 

"Taxpayers of the country want to 
look after their returned soldiers," it 
was explained, "but do not want them 
to get pensions they are not entitled 
to." 

Mr. Derby stated James Ross was 
suffering from only a minor disability 
at the time his pension was cut, and 
that every possible means of Investi¬ 
gation had been made before the pen¬ 
sion was reduced to fifteen per cent. 
TO APPEAL TO OTTAWA 

The Ross case will be taken up with 
the appeal board at Ottawa, according 
to H. S. Webb, secretary of the Dis¬ 
abled Veterans' Association of the 
Canadian Legion. 

Prior to his taking the poison. Ross’s 
pension had been cut from $130 a 
month to $21.50 a month. That is, 
according to Mr. Webb, James Ross 
had been drawing a 100 per cent dis¬ 
ability pension from January, 1928. 
till June 28. 1929, when his pension 
Was cut to fifteen per cent, or $21.60 a 
month. Prior to 1928 he had been 
drawing a sixty per cent disability 
pension. 

Mr. Ross was the father of three 
children, the eldest of whom Is eight 
Vears of- age. and one child still un¬ 
born. The widow suffers from the dis¬ 
ability of deafness and Is at present 
confined to bed.

WOMEN AND THE SENATE 


T HE BRITISH NORTH AMERICA ACT 

provides that the Governor-General from time 
to time shall summon “qualified persons” to the 
Senate, and that these therefore shall become senators. 
Anolher provision, fixing the qualification of a sena¬ 
tor, says “he” shall be of the full age of thirty years, 
that “he” shall be a British subject, either by birth 
or naturalization, and that “he” shall have certain 
property and residence qualifications. 

The Privy Council is about to decide whether, 
tinder these provisions of the constitution, women can 
be appointed to the Senate. In other words, can 
a woman be regarded as a “person” and described as 
*‘he” within the meaning of the B.N.A. Act? The 
Supreme Court of Canada, to whom the matter was 
referred at the instance of some enterprising—and pos¬ 
sibly ambitious—ladies of Alberta, decided that 
women were not persons under the constitution, and 
therefore not eligible for membership in the Senate. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of Canada was 
appealed to the Privy Council, the Ottawa Govern¬ 
ment offering technical opposition, not because it was 
hostile to the idea of women sitting in the Senate, 
but because it was anxious to have the matter 
thoroughly argued and definitely settled. In fact, 
the Government has intimated that if the Privy Qpun- 
cil sustain the opinion of the Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada, it will amend the B.N.A. Act by providing that 
women shall be eligible for appointment to the Senate. 
Judging by the comments of Privy Council judges 
during the recent argument, the indications are that 
the decision of this august tribunal will call for the 
amendment of the Act. 

It is very unlikely that the possibility of the fair 
lex entering Canada’s Parliament ever occurred to the 
Fathers of Confederation when they were struggling 
with the draft of our constitution at Quebec more 
than sixty years ago. Nor is it likely that this pos¬ 
sibility even occurred to the members of that sex 
themselves. Nearly fifty years had elapsed since the 
Quebec Conference before the first woman legislator 
Was elected in Alberta. British Columbia seconded 
the innovation with Mrs. Smith’s election to the pro¬ 
vincial House a short time afterwards. Miss Mac- 
Phail, solitary woman member of the Canadian Par¬ 
liament. was first elected to the House of Com¬ 
mons in 1921. 

In any case, whatever may be the decision of the 
Privy Council on the question submitted to it, there 
5s little doubt that before long the most potent, grave 
and reverend membership of Canada’s second cham¬ 
ber at Ottawa will include a representation of Cana¬ 
dian womanhood. Perhaps this would be the easiest 
way of bringing about that “reform of the Senate” 
which all political parties advocate when in opposi¬ 
tion and conveniently forget when they become the 
government.

IT IS EASY TO MAKE PROMISES BE- 

X fore an election, but nothing like as eaSy to keep 
them afterwards. The MacDonald GoMrnment in 
Great.Britain already\is discovering the truth of this. 
Before the contest last May the coal miners were 
promised that if the Labor Party should be returned 
to office, the eight-hour day would be abolished and 
the seven-hour day restored. Mr. MacDonald has 
decided, however, that the Cabinet will have to con¬ 
sider the matter more fully than it has had an op¬ 
portunity of doing before taking action. For that 
reason nothing will be done before the autumn session 
of Parliament. 

We do not pretend to be familiar with all the 
factors involved in the question of working hours in 
the coal mining industry of Great Britain. Recent 
industrial history, on the other hand, has revealed 
many complications and a large crop of conflicting 
views as to what should he done to improve the lot 
of the coal miner and at the same time improve the 
condition of the industry. But the miner is entitled 
to much more sympathy than he usually gets. We 
do not have to go farther than Vancouver Island 
to understand the nature of his calling, the conditions 
under svhich he has to work, the dangers to which 
he is constantly exposed. When he goes down the 
shaft in the morning he does not know from one 
minute to another when some freakish action of Nature 
may snuff out his life. Well may the toiler in the 
daylight wonder how the man who works down in 
the bowels of the earth keeps as cheerful as he does.

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BROWN TROUT ARE IDEAL 
FOR INTRODUCTION TO 
RIVERS OF THIS ISLAND 


i By MAJOR RATTRAY 

I This fish Is a native of northern 

Europe, extending from Ireland as 
[ far wst as the Balkans, north to 

the Arctic Circle, and south to 
* those rivers of Spain flowing north 
: into the Bay of Biscay. 

| It will be seen that It can exist 

In a great range of widely diverse 
| conditions, so It must be hardy and 
I prolific. 

In the United States It has thriven 
knd Increased In rivers where the na¬ 
tive trout had died out, owing to pol¬ 
lution and deforestation. 

It Is now firmly established In New 
Zealand, Australia, Tasmania. South 
Africa. Kashmir, and many parts of 
the United States, and I believe. In 
Eastern Canada, also In Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. 

In suitable conditions It attains a 
weight of one pound and over In three 
years, no other trout grows so fast. 
That Is a most Important factor. 

In shallow, gravelly streams, such as 
the waters of Vancouver Island, it Is 
a fly feeder so long as such food Is 
available. 

Only a small proportion of these 
fish have the migratory Instinct, and 
when they go to the sea remain always 
near the river mouths and In estuaries. 
They do not, like Atlantic and Pacific 
salmon, go right out to sea. 

Remain where planted 

It Is a notable fact that, as a rule, 
they remain where planted, while our 
native trout of the steelhead rainbow 
type are all migratory, and will not en¬ 
dure heated waters If they can escape. 
Hence the summer migration of Cow- 
Ichan River and Lake trout to the 
cooler west end of that lake. 

Dr. Clemens, of the biological station, 
has stated his willingness to recom¬ 
mend the stocking of the Cowlchan 
with this fish as an experiment. 

I would strongly recommend that 
ponds suitable for rearing these fry to 
the age of one or two years be pro¬ 
vided. 

One natural site exists, and has been 
reported on favorably by the engineer 
of the Department of Fisheries.

If five thousand ova of each type 
were hatched and maintained In suit¬ 
able ponds, for one year, a large pro¬ 
portion could then be liberated, the 
balance held for a second year before 
liberation. 

It Is worth noting that brown trout 
have attained the weight of thirty 
pounds and over, and that ten to 
twelve pounds Is not rare. 

In Scottish and English waters of 
similar character to the Cowlchan. 
these fish run from one-half to three 
pounds, though larger specimens are 
taken. 

IMPORTANT FACTOR 

Because they spawn In the autumn 
and not in the spring, as our native 
trout, they are fit to catch and eat at 
a much earlier date, which Is a factor 
of great Importance. 

In many Scottish Lochs and rivers 
brown trout are in excellent condition 
to eat by March 1; In fact that is the 
opening date for brown trout In Scot¬ 
land. 

They are not a predatory flsh-eatlng 
trout, as our native trout are; In fact 
they rarely are taken with minnow ex¬ 
cept for a very short period of the 
year, l.e., June and July. 

It Is a notable fact that the most 
favored salmon rivers of the old coun¬ 
try are also great brown trout rivers. 

The Tay. which commands higher 
rents than any salmon river In Great 
Britain, produces more salmon for the 
angler and the fish markets than any | 
other river. Is full of brown trout from 
the sea to the tops of the Grampians. 

The Tweed. Wye. Usk, Dee (Wales), 
and Shannon may also be cited as 
famous for trout and salmon. In fact, 
all close observers, know that there is 
no antagonism between the two species. 

Therefore, any fears that the intro¬ 
duction of this fish to our Island 
waters might be prejudicial to our 
valuable commercial salmon are en¬ 
tirely groundless and founded on mls- 
i conception and Ignorance.

Lord Darling Assured Domin- 
ant Affections Disqualify 
Women From Privy Council 


London. July 27—The Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council here 
to-day reserved its decision on the 
question as to whether women arc 
eligible to sit as members of the 
Senate of Canada. The question Is 
raised In appeal taken by five Alberta 
woman from the Judgment of the 
Supreme Court of Canada holding 1 
women are not "qualified persons’ !

Something new In Christian charity 
has come to pass In Texas. Governor 
Dan Moody recently granted a sixty- 
day furlough to a convict under a long 
sentence. In order that the prisoner 
may return to his home in Dallas and 
make provision for his family, it be¬ 
ing understood that the pastor and 
church of his mother will “stand good 
for him" during the two months of 
the furlough. The arrangement, says 
Dallas Morning New3, has much In It 
to provoke thought, and the news¬ 
paper reflects: 

"The Interest of churchmen in those 
undergoing penal sentence is always 
commendable, although It is not al¬ 
ways exercised in so Intelligent and 
helpful a fashion as In the case under 
consideration. Sympathy is . always 
easier than usefulness. And yet there 
Is plenty of room for both in handling 
those out of prison either by execu¬ 
tive clemency or by completion or by

“The Doric Free Church Pilgrimage 
to Canada was an immense immediate 
success, and Is likely to prove the 
starting point of much useful thinking 
and acting in the future. Canada’s 
history has been largely concerned 
with the harmonizing of competing 
races, religious and economic interests. 
%nd the Doric Pilgrims returned home 
with certain Important ideas about 
unity deeply Impressed upon their 
Imaginations. 

“Imperial unity appeared in a new 
and pleasant light to the Pilgrims. 
They discovered that Canada, while 
taking her own independent nation¬ 
hood for granted, cherishes a deep- 
seated loyalty to the British Crown 
and the British commonwealth of na¬ 
tions. Canadians have no national 
antipathies, but they have strong na¬ 
tional sympathies; and their strongest 
sympathy is with those who speak the 
English tongue and who preserve the 
best English tradition of public and 
private conduct. Imperialism has a 
bad name to-day; yet great things 
might proceed from a new Imperialism 
which would link the British peoples 
solidly together as a world-force In the 
Interests of all true human progress. 

UNITY IN ACTION 

“International unity—the greatest 
need of our time—becomes Infinitely 
more reasonable and desirable through 
auch personal contracts between 
'nationals' as were made possible by 
the Doric visit. To be a guest in a 


foreigner’s home Is to begin to learn 
the great lesson that there is no such 
thing as a foreigner. The British visi¬ 
tors to Canada found a ifatlon of hom<- 
lovlng people, utterly free from war¬ 
like ambitions and prepared eagerly fV> 
co-operate in the movement for peace 
and disarmament. Would they not 
have made precisely the same discov¬ 
ery In almost every courftry in the 
world? 

“Finally the Pilgrims discovered 
Christian unity In action. The United 
Church of Canada Is a vital reality, a 
solid fabric built over the bones of 
c^ead and forgotten rivalries and fears. 
Some aspects of it are specially inter¬ 
esting. The great concern of Its leaders 
—and Its leadership is of a high cali¬ 
bre—lo to preserve It from becoming 
a mere colorless amalgam. Their 
phrase is: ‘A Congregatlonallst remains 
a Congregatlonallst In The United 
Church, but he also becomes a Metho¬ 
dist and a Presbyterian.’ ' If this ldetl 
can be realized The United Church wi» 
enrich its own life and the life of all 
the churches. But the United Church 
puts unity first, and takes big risks 
for unity. Its ’slogan’ Is: ‘We have 
united to make and keep Canada h 
C hristian country.’ A vast country, an 
infinite number of small and scat¬ 
tered communities, an absorbin'* 
struggle for subsistence and wealth.— 
these are the needs which have lured 
on Canadian Christians to their ad¬ 
venture in unity. A speaker at om 
of the meetings said: ’We did not unll i 
In order to save our lives. We united 
In order to lose them In the service 
of the people.’ That Is the very heart 
of Christianity, and we have no doubt 
whatever that a church founded In 
that spirit will be glorlousy Justified 
as the years go by. 

OFFERS CHALLENGE 

“The United Church of Canada pre¬ 
sents a definite challenge to the di¬ 
vided churches of Great Britain. Our 
British problems are different in i’e- 
tall from those of Canada, but In ef¬ 
fect the situation is the same. We a<N> 
faced with the urgent need to ’ma^ca 
and keep Great Britain a Christian 
country’ amid the struggle for money, 
the rush for pleasure and the compet¬ 
ing voices of modern anti-Christian 
philosophies.”

the British Museum, and the Museum 
of the University of Philadelphia be¬ 
gan about six years ago—it contains 
also the first evidence of a great pre¬ 
historic flood In the Euphrates Valley, 
which Is thought to be the actual flood 
which gave rise to the Biblical story 
of Noah. 

On a diagram In the Toom which 
shows a section cut through the ex¬ 
cavations at Ur there Is marked the 
great bed of waterlaid clay about eight, 
feet thick, which was discovered last 
season below the tombs which pro¬ 
duced the famous discoveries of earlier 
years. The clay must have been de¬ 
posited all at one time, and In the 
opinion of Mr. Leonard Woolley could 
only be the result of a great flood, 
such as Is noted In the Sumerian an¬ 
nals as marking a breach In the con¬ 
tinuity of their history.

When found they were crushed flat by 
the weight of the soli, but they have 
been carefully reconstructed, and now 
appear complete with their heads of 
gold and their bodies covered In a 
curious pattern of mosaic work. These 
figures of “a ram caught In a thicket" 
art among the most striking objects 
which even Ur has produced.

B.C. It Is a pictorial mosaic perhaps 
one foot by two feet, the figures In 
shell against a background of lapis 
lazuli.

backswlng. This tendency lias 
been troublesome In the playing « 
of every stroke In the game from 
the shortest putt to a full drive, 
and the unfortunate part of the 
thing Is that the more Important 
the shot and hence the greater the 
strain, the more difficult it be¬ 
comes to suing leisurely. 

The slow backswlng Is closely re¬ 
lated to the relaxation which we are 
told Is necessary. Tenseness and anxi¬ 
ety over results produce a hurried 
swing which Is nothing like the lei¬ 
surely, almost Indolent, backswlng 
employed by most of the best players. 
The fast swing spoils the easy flowing 
balance of the stroke and throws tho 
player entirely off his hitting posi¬ 
tion. 

It often happens that one will be 
swinging too fast for round after round 
without being once conscious of the 
fact, and he may, as I did this spring, 
work desperately trying to make cor¬ 
rection everywhere else without once' 
suspecting the real trouble. This is 
one of the very faults which a man 
cannot readily discover for himself, 

A SLOGAN TO REMEMBER 
For this reason "slow back” Is al¬ 
ways a good slogan to bear In mind. 
It was the thing that I tried to keep 
before me as I played every shot at 
Winged Foot yet even then more of 
my shots were spoiled b 7 hurried 
swinging than from any other cause. 
I think my tendency In that direction 
was more pronounced th year than 
ever before. I thought numbers of 
times of my friend at East Lake who 
has had the word "Slow” stamped 
across the top of his Ray Willis putter. 
He gives himself no chance to forget 
it and he Is an excellent putter as a 
result. 

Findlay Douglas warned me two 
years ago that as I grew older I would 
discover a tendency to quicken my 
swing and that I should have to 
watch. Judging by the trouble I have 
had during the past two years I must 
be aging quite rapidly. 

It Is possible to swing quite slowly 
In such a way that results will be as 
bad ac If the club were literally tom 
away from the ball. We hav> all noted 
the habit of a duffer, intent upon all 
the rules and regulations, who with 
tense grip and rigid arms slowly lifts 
his club to the top of the swing, from 
which point he pounces upon the ball 
with all the agility and ferocity of an 
angry tiger. 

A 8 YOU WAGGLE, SO YOU SWING 

The backswlng must be slow but It 
must likewise be an easy flowing mo¬ 
tion, which permits every portion of 
the body, perfectly relaxed, to partici¬ 
pate In the movement. To that end. 
the grip must be not too tight, the 
stance must be easy and comfortable, 
the position of the body must be mo¬ 
bile. **- 

In this connection it should be 
pointed out that the beginning most 
apt to produce these desired conditions 
16 a full leisurely waggle By watch¬ 
ing the preliminary waggles of any 
player I can almost always anticipate 
the speed of his swing.

WHY THIS LOW GAS MILEAGE? 

A. E. S. asks: Why Is It that my 1925 

- car will run but twelve miles on 

a gallon of gas? 

Answer: Probably on*account of one 
or more of the following defects: Too 
rich carburetor setting, caused possibly 
by air leaks which with your car¬ 
buretor. force you to use such a waste¬ 
ful adjustment in order to make the 
engine idle reliably.

Although the wheat and feed crops 
generally are expected to fall far below 
their usual standard this year, retail 
meat dealers of the city presage a 
moderate but steady decline In the 
price of beef to be followed by a lower¬ 
ing in hog prices. 

According to them, the meat now 
coming into the market is chiefly 
from grass fed anlmal3. Consequently 
It Is cheap.

FOWL PRICES GOING DOWN 

Fowl prices are expected to drop for 
some time.

Rather than have a number 
of useless fowl on their hands, the 
farmers are beginning to kill them off 
for table use. 

With the decline In laying owing to 
the moulting season the price of eggs 
is rising. At present retail merchants 
are 1 selling fresh extras at forty cents 
per dozen, firsts at thirty-seven cents 
and pullet extras at thirty-five. 

As a direct result of the skyward 
course of the eastern wheat market, 
feed prices went up from two to four 
dollars per ton here during the last 
two week3.

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Hints on Preparing the 
Little-known Eggplant 

By SISTER MARY 

Use Vegetables and more vegetables! 
Their vitamin and mineral content and 
lack of protein make them Ideal for 
summer meals. While a balance diet 
always Is essential, the energy produc¬ 
ing foods are needed In lesser ratio 
luring the hot weather than during 
the winter months. The old phrase, 
"cool as a cucumber," Is revealing in 
that it admits that this vegetable con¬ 
tains no heat producing elements. Few 
vegetables are of high caloric value and 
when served without extra materials 
and seasonings have little actual food 
value In terms of protein, fat and car¬ 
bohydrate. 

Eggplant is a delicious vegetable. It 
make« an excellent hearty dish If 
stuffed with meat or an inviting, break¬ 
fast vegetable If carefully sauted In 
butter. Stuffed eggplant combines 
calories and mineral salts In a most 
satisfactory fashion. 

One of the secrets of cooking egg¬ 
plant Is the process of blanching. It 
the vegetable is a bit wllty, let it stand 
In cold water for an hour. Then dip 
la boiling water and let stand five 


minutes. Drain and plunge at once 
into cold water. Let stand one minute 
and drain. The eggplant Is now ready 
to use in any way It's wanted. 

Combinations with other vegetables 
are good and of fed an attractive way I 
to use up a little of this or that which 
has accumulated In the Ice-box. 

Eggplant baked en casserole Is an 
excellent hot luncheon dish to serve 
with sandwiches and Iced tea or milk 
or is a good vegetable dish for a cold 
meat dinner. 

EGGPLANT BAKED EN CA88EROLK 

One eggplant. 1 onion, l cup corn, 
cut from cob. 1 green pepper. 1 table¬ 
spoon minced parsley, cups sifted 
tomatoes. 1 teaspoon salt. 2 tablespoons 
butter. Va teaspoon pepper. 4 table¬ 
spoons buttered crumbs. 

Parc eggplant and cut In slices one 
inch thick. Blanch. Cut in cubes. 
Cook fifteen minutes In boiling salted 
water to cover. Drain. Melt butter 
and add minced onion. Cook until 
onion Is a pale straw color. Put pepper 
Into boiling water for five minutes 
Dip Into cold water and rub off thin 
outer skin. Cut open and remove seeds 
and white pith. Cut flesh In shreds 
and add to onion. Use canned or fresh 
tomatoes rubbed through a.atralner to 
remove seeds. Add to onion and pepper 
with eggplant and mix well.

Aeroplane Disaster 
Over Channel First 
In 3,800,000 Miles 


Reuter’s Special to The Victoria Times 

London. July 27.—The recent aero¬ 
plane disaster draws attention to the 
difficulties of making a safe descent 
on water ln a land machine. 

The under-carriage wheels, directly 
they strike the vyater. tend to trip up 
the aeroplane and to send it over on 
Its nose. The pilot attempts to land 
as slowly as possible, but with a large, 
heavy machine his task ls difficult. 

It seems probable that the passen¬ 
gers in the machine which crashed 
were thrown to the front end of the 
cabin ln a bunch. The cabin door is 
at the back end, so that their difficul¬ 
ties ln getting out would have been 
increased. It ls also quite probable 
that some of them were Injured so 
badly that they were unable to climb 
up the ripping panel. 

One satisfactory feature was the 
promptness with which emergency 
measures were put into operation. The 
’’May Day” call sent ships rushing to¬ 
wards the crippled aeroplane from all 
directions, and the loss of life was not 
due to any want of rescuers. 

The passengers who flew to Paris on 
the "City of Ottawa." the Ill-fated 
aeroplane, ln January of thia year had 
an adventurous crossing: for half-way 
across the Channel they ran Into a 
blinding snowstorm and had to return 
to Lympne for an hour until the 
storm had passed. They were much 
Impressed by the skill of the pilot and 
with the regular communications that 
they had with the airports at Croydon 
and Le Bourget the whole way. The 
weather report was not good when they 
were over the Channel, and they were 
advised to return to Lympne until the 
storm had blown Itself out.

maintained operations as they had 
been carrying on. 

Naturally no pilot likes to be for¬ 
bidden the air, and It is costly for 
any aircraft operating company whlcn 
Is prohibited for any length of time 
from filling contracts to carry passen¬ 
gers. but the law of the air, like the 
law of the street and the highway, 
must be observed, and a wise govern¬ 
ment has c.Tganlzed a corpa of efficient 
air police to see that this Is done. 

In the first place air meets are 
hardly the place for Joy-rldlng flights. 
In the vast crowds which assemble at 
flying fields when air circuses are In 
progress, and in the congregation there 
ot a large number of aircraft, there is 
already sufficient margin of danger, 
and the continuous operation of large 
commercial machines on pay-flights 
during races, acrobatic displays, etc., 
constitutes a public menace. 

8o .far these commercial operating 
firms desiring to make capital out of 
such events have not been checked as 
long as their pilots have kept within 
the bounds of air regulations. But' 


once they' overstep the limits of these 
air rtiles, they may reasonably expect 
to be checked up. 

Recently the air authorities sug¬ 
gested that the organization of a cen¬ 
tral body to conduct such meets by 
the local flying clubs would take much 
work off their hands and leave them 
to their official duties, which already 
keep everyone at Air Force headquar¬ 
ters on the Job all the working day. 
But It has been Just as well, from 
some points of view/ that actual offi¬ 
cials of the department have been 
present In the capacity of Judge or 
starter at meets held so far. as they 
have then been placed In a stronger 
position to take action against air 
regulation offenders. 

One big commercial firm has com¬ 
plained to headquarters against what 
It charges was arbitrary action on the 
part of an air regulations officer in 
forbidding a pilot to fly during an air 
meet. A check-up revealed that the 
headquarters officer was quite right In 
taking action. He had considered that 
the pilot in question was flying dan¬ 


gerously. considering the circum¬ 
stances, and had warned him. The 
pilot, who was a prominent flying man. 
took no heed, and It was only after a 
repetition of the various offences df 
which he had been guilty that his 
flying for the day of the meet was 
forbidden altogether. 

Fortunately the air officer in the 
caso was himself the superintendent of 
Air Regulations, and his department 
will have no hesitation in backing up 
his Judgment and approving his action 
in the matter. 

* * * , 

Those United States manufacturers 
of parachutes who have been trying to 
persuade the government to purchase 
a complete outfit of ’chutes for mem¬ 
bers of the various flying clubs from 
coast to coast, are up against a hard 
deal. In fact the government Is of the 
opinion, it Is understood, that para¬ 
chutes are not desirable equipment 
for a young student pilot. Any man 
taught to fly with a safety device 
strapped to his back would feel cer¬ 
tain qualms In taking the air If any¬ 


thing should happen to render It Im¬ 
possible for him to have a ’chute at 
•any time. Confidence In one’s ability 
to fly is one of the first things a 
student must be taught. One can 
Imagine many a machine going to a 
useless crash, and many a needless 
parachute Jump if all pilots were 
taught to rely upon this means of get¬ 
ting to land safely. 

Construction of an airplane factory 
at Vancouver. B.C., will be started Im¬ 
mediately by a concern backed by the 
most powerful aircraft Interests In the 
United States.

Connell Does Some Mare 


By ROBERT CONNELL 
Noted Island Naturalist 

A T slx-thlrty the morning chorus at Kirby 
Creek is slightly hushed, but the little black 
files are busy still. Over the morning sky 
a faint silvery haze Is spread and the sun is above 
the alder-covered hill. 

We become aware of a strange phenomenon In 
the sky. No less than three halos appear, colored 
like rainbows, though seen about the sun Instead 
of opposite It. Their relative size and position 
may be approximately pictured by placing a small 
flve-cent piece on a half-dollar so that they have 
a common centre, and then to the upper edge 
of the smaller coin applying another flve-cent 
piece, but with Its circumference terminated by 
the circumference of the half-dollar. 

There are thus two complete concentric halos 
and an arc of a third. All three halos showed the 
colors of the spectrum distinctly. Unlike the 
rainbow, in which the light-rays of the sun are 
refracted or bent aside by drops of water, the 
halos are the result of refraction by ice-crystals 
suspended In the air. Coolness of the atmosphere 
Is one effect of the veil of ice, as the halos are 
another. 

There were no "sun-dogs” or parhelia, those 
brilliant spots of light common when the sun 
Is near the horizon, and caused by a majority of 
the Ice-crystals being in a vertical position. The 
halos continued until we left camp, when our 
attention was distracted by the eccentricities of 
the road as we traveled east. 

DEMANIEL CREEK DEPOSITS 

Our destination to-day requires that we leAve 
the main road Just where Demanlel Creek, coming 
in from the north, makes a right-angled turn and 
plain to the paseer-by Is seen the yellow earth 
of its steep bank. This is the “bog-iron ore” of 
Clapp's report, subsequently analyzed as an Im¬ 
pure bauxite, bauxite being the chief source of 
aluminum. It will be seen, however, that the 
material Is by no means all of one kind, but that 
Imbedded In the yellow mass are fragments of 
light-colored rock ranging from particles no big¬ 
ger than a pea to blocks measurable In feet. 
These fragments correspond to the “country- 
rock” outcropping on the opposite side of the. 
creek, and forming the eminence of Broom Hill 
across the road, and In the other direction ex¬ 
tending under the drift to the base of Bluff 
Mountain. It Is a gabbro and the bank of De¬ 
manlel Creek shows In its fragments various stages 
of the process by which the highly basic rock has 
been broken down Into a soapy-feeling clay con¬ 
taining about equal amounts of hydrated Iron

and aluminum oxides. At this point at least, 
whatever may have been the case elsewhere, the 
material arose from disintegration and weathering 
of the gabbro In place during pre-glacial times, 
and now exists as a remnant of the old weathered 
surface which practically everywhere else was 
scoured off by the glacial Ice. In other places 
the disintegrated gabbro clay was deposited in 
water and appears now as a dark greenish-grey 
"llthomarge" that can be cut with a knife and 
polished, Is adhesive to the tongue and Is greasy 
or soapy to the touch. This clay Is found up the 
creek and along the banks of Kirby Creek. The 
red clay, with its bauxite and Iron contents cor¬ 
responds to the “laterlte” of tropical and sub¬ 
tropical countries, a material which In the same 
way results from the break-down of basic rocks. 
With increase in bauxite or hydrated oxide of 
aluminum the deposit Is called “bauxite.” with 
increase of Iron it Is called "laterlte.” or In other 
words at one end of the scale is laterlte, at the 
other bauxite. Laterlte Is being formed to-day 
under the peculiar conditions of hot moist 
climates, and It Is thus found In the rocks of 
older periods In countries where tropical or sub¬ 
tropical condltfons no longer exist. The Demanlel 
Creek deposits are therefore evidence of a climate 
warmer and molster than that of the present. 
BLUFF MOUNTAIN 

Four or five years ago a party of us ascended 
•to the edge of the wall of rock that extends In 
a westerly direction from Sooke River parallel 
to the coast and forming, until Kirby Creek Is 
reached, the first line of prominent elevation be¬ 
hind the coastal lands. Up to the 500-foot mark 
Is a broad but Irregular depression occupied by 
Demanlel Creek, with Broom Hill on Its south 
side. The depression contains four lakes? of 
which Kemp Lake Is the largest, about three- 
quarters of a mile long by half a mile wide, and 
the little one by the road at the Demanlel Creek 
corner the smallest. To the east the depression 
connects with Sooke Harbor by the raised delta 
of Sooke River. The nearest point In the nor¬ 
thern wall Is known as Bluff Mountain. 

The road to Young's Lake turns off the Sooke 
Road sharply and follows a gently winding course 
along the Demanlel. crossing the stream at three 
places. If one's attention Is not wholly taken 
up with steering. Young’s Lake may be seen 
through the trees about three-quarters of a mile 
alon^. The end of the road comes with an old

fence and a pretty and well-cultivated farm. 
Leaving the car in the dubious shelter of scat¬ 
tered firs we begin the ascent and for about half 
a mile are Involved In negotiating scrub-filled 
trenches and steep knobs of rock. Finally a dense 
belt of young timber Is entered and then we are 
at the foot of the bare rocks. Although not pre¬ 
cipitous they tower steeply above us In the usual 
succession of rocky scarps and grassy ledges, with 
deep gashes marking lines of weakness of which 
advantage has been taken by the forces of 
weathering. 

The mountain Is composed of gabbro. dolerlte, 
basalt and finely-banded siliceous tuffs. The 
last of these, while perhaps the most Interesting 
is proportionately very small In quantity. We 
found It in four places, one of the chief exposures 
being about 1,800 feet high and dipping steeply 
at an angle of about forty-five degrees to the 
north. These banded tuffs I have often described 
from the vicinity of William Head, where they 
are beautifully displayed. While on the outside 
their weathered surfaces show distinct bandings 
of color. Inside they are of a fairly even greenish 
tint, with some differences resulting from varia¬ 
tions in texture and grain. Just as at William 
Head and elsewhere they are commonly associated 
more or less closely with "pillow" lavas, so up 
here on Bluff Mountain we found this class of 
rocks high up on Its summit. 

Of the basalt there Is little to say. Commonly 
found In sheets It also occurs In dikes, some of 
which are found passing from the vertical to the 
horizontal In their course through the invaded 
rock. The gabbro has at least three forms. At 
the base, Just where we emerged on the bare 
sides, we found the netted kind that may be a 
very coarse dolerlte and distinct from the In¬ 
trusive gabbro proper. Higher up we came on 
the normal gabbro such as is found at Broom 
Hill and East Sooke. Finally, high up on the 
broad summit, we came across the same massive 
and dlorltlc-looking gabbro we found a few weeks 
ago on Mount Shepherd and which I said sug¬ 
gested a laccolith. 

JULY FLOWERS OF CLEFT AND LEDGE 

At this season the ppen steeps are dry and 
slippery. Nothing remains of the streams but the 
rocks over which they have taken their course 
and which are now dark with the mosses that 
love flowing water. For climbing under such con¬ 
ditions nothing equals a rubber shoe. It gives a 


grip on the slightest projection and la in addi¬ 
tion light. The ascent requires climbing many 
small "chimneys” as the more or less vertical 
clefts In cliffs are called, but they are quite 
trifling affairs when you are assured of a good 
footing. 

Dry as July Is, there was an abundance of 
flowers on every soil-covered spot, whether In 
cleft or on ledge. The variety la not great, but 
It is made tip for In showlnese. The large-flowered 
brodlaea or hookera, known as wild hyacinth for 
some unknown reason, almost carpeted the ground 
In some places with Its brilliantly blue flowers, 
and as one emerged on a little grassy platform 
after a particularly stiff piece of barren rock It 
was a delight to come upon one of these “little 
bits of sky.” Then even more plentiful In the 
grassy places, but hardly reaching the density of 
the brodlaea was the eriophyllum or "woolly-leaf,” 
which might quite fitly be called the “wild chry¬ 
santhemum.” Its bright yellow flowers make a 
striking contrast with the blue brodlaea with 
which they are occasionally mingled. The white 
flowers of the sandwort were very modest after 
these showy blossoms, but the godetla which still 
lingered here and there held Its own with any. 
The yarrow or milfoil was In blossom everywhere 
and in some of the larger chimneys the ocean 
spray was covered with flowers. But up here on 
the exposed mountain-side It had the dwarfed 
appearance It has on the flanks of the Santa Cruz 
mountains of California. 

We found the rocks prolific in the two ferns 
of the high bare hills, the rock brake or parsley 
fern and tbe cliff brake; not equally abundant 
but still plentiful was the maidenhair spleenwort, 
which with Its purple-black stem and emerald 
green pinnae Is always one of the most welcome 
spectacles among the creviced walls. Its compact 
grouping of fronds frees It from any niggardliness 
of appearance and its bright color makes It im¬ 
possible to miss it If one is In Its immediate 
locality. The shield fern and the polypody are 
uncommon, but the bracken appears on the 
deeper-sotted open places. Arbutus and manza- 
nlta are found at and about the summit, but 
neither of any size. 

ON THE OLD LAND SURFACE 

We reached the top considerably to the west 
of our former point of arrival and took first an 
easterly dlreotlon and then a northerly. We had 


three objects In view, one to see as much as pos¬ 
sible of the configuration of the summit and of 
the surrounding country, another to examine the 
rocks and their structure in a general way; the 
third, to note the characteristics of the vegeta¬ 
tion. 

The first impression we received as we looked 
about us was of being on a somewhat Irregular 
plain, Irregular because broken with hummocky 
ridges of rock. Almost at our feet was a narrow 
winding swamp hollow In which lay water, bat 
going down to Its edge we found It possible to 
get about it and across It. In this way we were 
able to see the plants. Among the grasses and 
sedges grew clumps of the scepter gentian or 
swamp gentian, not yet in flower. Hardhack or 
Douglas’s splrea made a low thicket In places. 
Of these swamps there are several In the area 
we traversed and all have similar flora, except 
that as the east end of the mountain Is ap¬ 
proached the Sitka or green alder makes pretty 
groves that relieve the harshness of the landscape. 
Groves of small lodge-pole fir abound. 

Reaching at length the verge of the profound 
valley separating Bluff Mountain from Its un¬ 
named neighbor on the east we found ourselves 
looking down at a succession of cliffs and slop¬ 
ing terraces, the latter strewn with blowers. Be¬ 
low we could hear the sound of water, though its 
sources was Invisible. Probably it was one of the 
streams that eventually find their way north Into 
the Sooke. Gradually we worked north until we 
had reached the highest point of Bluff Mountain 
and saw to the northwest the higher eminence 
of Trap Mountain. Our way had taken us over 
an “up hill and down dale” course, only the 
“hills” were, abrupt ridges and the "dales'’ nar¬ 
row trenches, sometimes swampy, sometimes filled 
with brush. Our first Impressions were strength¬ 
ened. The irregularity was even greater than we 
had thought, yet everywhere we looked out on a 
profoundly dissected upland plain. I was re¬ 
minded of a familiar experience on our western 
prairies. Looking out towards the horizon of 
some unsettled region the general aspect Is that 
of a boundless plain, level as a bllllard-table. 
But crossing it you find it made up of hills and 
sloughs whose existence Is concealed from the 
spectator by the absence of trees or other objects 
to catch the eye and emphasize the perspective. 
Here. on. the other hand, the hllllness is evident 
enough and yet the Impression Is still that of a 


comparatively level country. It Is a sea of hill* 
with something of the sea’s uniformity of level. 
There Is this important difference, however, that 
this sea of hills slopes gradually towards the 
southeast and that its general level is broken by 
scattered Individual masses that rise above It and 
constitute the higher mountains and hills. Some 
of them have thus an Individuality with rela¬ 
tion to the elevated plain as others broader based 
are defined by the valleys that surround them 
from the remainder of the plain. 

The upland plain Is the old pre-giaclal land 
surface scoured off by the ice and with Its val¬ 
leys and trenches In some places deepened, In 
others more or less filled with glacial drift. It 
records the extent to which the wearing down of 
the Island had proceeded in Tertiary times, as 
well as the degree In which by uplift this plain 
had once more become subject to the action of 
erosion. Its average height at the southeastern 
boundary of Malahat district Is 1,600 feet; five 
miles west it has risen to 2.000 feet, and on the 
north side of the Jordan-Bear Creek Valley the 
long wall of rock that includes Mount Valentine 
has Its broad Irregular plain at a height of 2,500 
feet, over which the trail to Jordan Meadows 
runs. 

THE PROSPECT FROM THE SUMMIT 

From two or three points on the'-aummlt we 
got a very comprehensive view of the surround¬ 
ing country. Down In the lowlands, through 
which Demanlel Creek runs we saw Young’s 
Lakes like crescents enclosing a wooded rise. 
Farther off across the main road were the blue 
waters of Kemp Lake. Sooke east and west with 
Its wonderful enclosed waters terminated the 
coastq^ view to the east as the Invermulr ridge 
did to the west. Mount Shepherd and Ragged 
Mountain appeared over the top of the unnamed 
ridge. The deep valley below us opened out Into 
the valley of the Sooke. and looking down it to¬ 
ward the the north the eye was gradually led up 
to where through a little gap In the hills the old 
Leach River trail cuts across a corner of the 
Sooke to regain Its banks two miles from Leech- 
town. On the skyline to the northeast the 
rounded summit of Emprfss Mountain stood up 
boldly. Theoretically, descent Is easier than, 
ascent, but It is not always so In practice. And 
as we began our course from the edge of our 
upland we found that it needed a great deal more 
care and foresight. So that you can picture u» 
looking out for likely routes, quickly passing 
over the grassy slopes, sliding down "chimneys,” 
negotiating brush, and finally arriving after much 
sliding and clambering, at the bottom of Bluff 
Mountain. We had been seven and one-half hours 
from start to finish. Including about an hour 
and one-half for rest.

They can then make their way to the top and 
seen not only Vancouver and suburbs, but the 
whole stretch of the Gulf of Georgia from 
Stanley Park to Powell River to the north. 
Taking in a view of such islands as 4“iornby. 
Lasquiti, Tuxedo, Gabriola, Bowen Island 
and many of the smaller islands in the Gulf 
waters, also Mount Baker, in Washington, can 
be plainly seen from here. 

Another matter that dawned upon Nanaimo 
people recently, was that people were being 
directed to every part of Vancouver Island and 
no mention about their own town and its ad¬ 
vantages. ' 

THEIR OWN MAGNIFICENT BAY 

The writer noticed how the Nanaimo people 
could tell you about all the advantages of 
Qualicum Beach and all other famous seaside 
places, but no mention made of their own mag¬ 
nificent bay right at home, namely Departure 
Bay. Departure Bay should be Nanaimo’s 
English Bay, well sheltered and good, warm 
bathing. The marvel is, it has remained in its 
quiet condition so long. 

That Nanaimo can do big things when it 
likes, can be seen by the photos above, where in 
the last two years, the new Hotel Malaspina, 
at a cost of approximately $250,000, was 
built by the community, nearly $300,000 for 
a new hospital and the new C.P.R. steamer 
shown in the picture, bringing the cost of the 
total new developments to around $ 1,000,000. 

It is said, if a chalet were built on Mt. 
Benson, and about $250,000 spent at Depar¬ 
ture Bay. and a well arranged programme of 
sports and games, clso horserace meets in or 
around Nanaimo, many thousands of tourists, 
who on arriving at Nanaimo, at present have to 
go elsewhere for their amusement, would stay 
and enjoy the beautits of Nanaimo and sur¬ 
rounding territory. 

If you walk up Mt. Benson, or not even 
that far, just on the highest point in the city, 
you can take in at one glance, all the his¬ 
torical waters in the Gulf, where such famous 
navigators as Captains Vancouver, Malaspina. 
Galiano, Valdez and many other? surveyed and 
sailed. *

It will thus be seen that Nanaimo is no 
longer thinking of coal only, but is now taking 
stock of other valuable assets that have been 
neglected far too long, and it is the intention 
and determination of the Nanaimo people who 
have the interests of the city’s future prosperity 
at heart, to see that no aveiiue in the future is 
neglected, whereby Nanaimo can take part and 
share in the ever increasing prosperity other 
cities are at present enjoying at her expense.

When the Bastion was completed in June, 
1853, there were seven small dwellings in 
the tearing that was then given the name of 
Colvillctown, after Andrew Colville, Governor 
of the Hudson’s" Bay Company. This name 
was dropped, however, in 1861, and the grow¬ 
ing town took the name of Nanaimo, originally 
Sne-ny-mo. One of the most important person¬ 
ages, to his own way of thinking at least, in¬ 
habiting the town from its earliest days was 
the Indian who was responsible for the wonder¬ 
ful discovery. He was thereafter known as 
"Coal Tyhee” and was very proud of the dis¬ 
tinction. 

In 1853 the Beaver, the first steamer to ply 
the Pacific, called at Nanaimo. The vessel 
was then engaged in the fur trade along the 
coast, and about every six months she dropped 
anchor in Nanaimo’s Harbor. 

The Otter, which was put in service be¬ 
tween Victoria and points along the southern 
Pacific coast, was the next vessel to put in an 
appearance, and thereafter she put in frequently 
for fuel. 

THE REAL SETTLERS 

In 1854 the sailing vessel Princess Royal 
arrived from the Old Country, bringing all 
the Staffordshire miners and their families who 
formed the first real settlement as a mining 
community. Many of the residents of Nanaimo 
to-day are descendants of the hardy Stafford¬ 
shire stock which braved the dangers of those 
pioneer days, and quite a number of the 
younger men and women who crossed the seas 


then hoisted or shovelled on board. Not many 
vessels called in those days and in the intervals 
there was plently of time to pile up a good 
supply of coal. Indian women as well as men 
engaged in the work of conveying coal to the 
vessels at anchor in the harbor and their pay, 
in some instances, took the form of blankets, 
beads, shirts, trinkets and other articles. 

KEEN SPORTSMEN 

Brief reviews of the sporting history of the 
city and district during the last fifty years in 
football, rugby, baseball and cricket It is not 
only in these lines of sport, however, that Na¬ 
naimo has left its mark on the pages of the 
sporting history of this province, for there are 
other branches of athletics in which the sons and 
daughters of Nanaimo have excelled.

ENEMIES OF MAN 
IN AFRICAN JUNGLES 

(A Review) 

By PROFESSOR W. T. ALLISON 


O UR ancestors used to have nightmares 
about dragons and Hons, but while they 
worried over such enemies, mythical and 
real, they were swept off by the million 
In epidemics In which, although they 
knew It not, they were victims of foes so tiny 
as to be Invisible to the naked eye. For many 
years now scientists have been fighting these 
microbe scourges of our race and heroic exertions 
have been made by unselfish men In investigating 
the causes of such diseases as yellow fever, sleep¬ 
ing sickness, malaria, cholera and leprosy, which 
have slain untold millions In tropical countries. 

I am sure that all my readers have learned 
something about the risks these devoted servants 
of humanity have run In giving themselves to 
such perilous work, but anyone interested in this 
' Ubject would add greatly to his stock of Infor¬ 
mation and would. In addition, get many thrills 
•om a new book entitled "Tracking Down the 
.enemies of Man." by Alfred Torrance (Longmans. 
Green & Co., Toronto). The author Is an English 
doctor who has traveled thousands of miles In 
Africa and Asia while engaged In this arduous 
and self-sacrificing quest. Besides being an 
eminent scientist. Dr. Torrance Is a skilful writer. 
He knovfa how to tell a good story and I have 
received a more vivid Impression of savage life 
from his pages than from any book I have ever 
read. 

EXPEDITION STARTS ON,RIG TREK 

Some years ago Dr. Torrance was appointed by 
the British Government to head an expedition to 
proceed to the torrid areas of western aud central 
Africa to study the ravages of the tsetse fly and 
to administer a cure to natives found Infected 
with the terrible disease of sleeping-sickness 
caused by the bite of this Insect. He took with 
him four guests. Mr. and Mrs. Dean, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Arthur Post. American friends who were In¬ 
terested In big ‘game shooting. There was also 
a young doctor, a graduate physician from New 
York University, and a trained nurse. As the j 
expedition was to take a 4,000 mile trek through 
the heart of tropical Africa, it was necessary to j 
have In addition to native guides. 100 black men 
of various tribes as porters. "The men of the 
party,” writes Dr. Torrance, "placed themselves 
at the head of the column and led the march; 
the ladles walked behind In gay camaraderie; the 
troop of porters, with a headboy to every ten. 
fell In and moved forward chanting of farewell 
and eagerness to conquer—100 voices chanting 
loud, In harmonious tone and martial rhythm, 
the war-songs which not many years before they 
had sung when marching into battle." 

WHY KWEKA KISSED THE RIFLE 

The first exciting Incident of this mighty 
march occurred on the fourth day after leaving 
the Gold Coast. Kweka. one of the guides, under¬ 
took to swim across a river to report on the loca¬ 
tion of an evening camp. Dr. Torrance thought 
St best to stand by to see lf # he got across safely. 

It was fortunate for Kweka that he did so, for 
when the latter was about to land on the other 
side of the stream he was attacked by two wild 
cats. "Kweka caught sight of the cats in time ■ 
and threw himself back Into the water, diving 
deep to keep out of reach of their lightning claws. 

I had my gun with me and promptly sent a bullet 
Into the heart of one of them, and the other, 
doubtless realizing .that the reinforcement was 
unhealthy for him, bounded off Into the Jungle 
, . . Later, when we again Joined up at our 
evening camp, he came to me and, taking up tbo 
rifle that had killed the cat, he gently stroked 
the barrel of It, at the same time crooning some 
Fantl fetish hymn. Then, lifting It to his lips, 
he kissed the barrel several times. I Inquired his 
reason for doing this and he told me that he had 
prayed the Big Spirit always to keep the rifle 
shooting straight. 

MURDEROUS LEOPARD KILLED 
IN NIGHT VIGIL 

One night when the expedition was camping 
near a native village on the shores of Lake Chad, 
a woman’s scream rent the air. A woman who 
had gone to the village well to draw water had 
been seized and mauled by a leopard. When the 
men rushed to her assistance it was found that 
she was dead. Dr. Torrance and the young Ameri¬ 
can doctor got their rifles and decided to sit up 
and wait for the cruel beast, which they expected 
would return to Its kill after the excitement sub¬ 
sided. A platform was prepared for them In the 
trees and their vigil commenced. They could not 
smoke lest they should betray their presence, so 
they were tormented by mosquitos. "Hour after 
hour passed slowly by, the familiar noises of the 
Jungle grew monotonously regular, almost lulling 
us to sleep. It was the hatred we had towards 
the murderous beast that kept us wide awake. 

We watched, waiting, waiting, for the firBt sign 
of the killer. At long last, Just as dawn was grey¬ 
ing the black, we Bpled a movement at the edge 
of the t trees below. The movement took form. It 
was the leopard! There had not been the slight¬ 
est noise to inform us; not even a rustle of 
leaves. All was silent. 

"We stood on our tree-shadowed platform, 
spellbound at the amazing sight. The big, full- 
grown. yellcyp and green spotted cat moved Its 
padded paws over the fallen leaves as gently as 
.. ripple of wind stirs the sea. Suddenly It stif¬ 
fened. All alert, It sniffed the air. Perhaps it 
had got our scent, or maybe It had heard the 
quiet movement as we put up our guns. It was 
horrible and uncanny and. as I watched, the beast 
seemed to hold me hypnotized. I could not pull 
the trigger. I braced myself and thought of that 
girl lying dead In the camp. ‘Damn you!' I said 
out loud. And the trigger sprang In response. 
|Wlth the report of my gun. the doctor fired. 

After a moment we straightened up, numb and 
cold, to see the velvet-coated beast stretched out 
In death across the dried pool of blood that Its 
»ast victim had shed." • 


A WEIRD GARDEN OF HELL 

An equally well-written piece of narrative de¬ 
scribes a big elephant hunt which Dr. Torrance 
organised with the co-operation of Chief Ohynka 
and his tribe In the Ebola river district. The na¬ 
tives. eager for a feed of meat, drove a herd of 
elephants towards the guns of the white men and 
eoon four fine bulls and a large cow bit the dust. 
Chief Ghynka and his tribesmen and women 
rushed upon the slaughtered animals. They were 
maniacal In their hunger for blood and meat. 
The old chief cupped his hands to an opened 
artery and drank the blood as It spurted out. 
His followers Jumped on the huge carcasses and 
chopped out chunks of meat, throwing them to 
their women. "The women,” writes the doctor, 
^sprang at huge chunks of flesh and tore them 


TDWAL JONES’S "Steel Chips" is a simple, 
-*• straightforward, masculine kind of novel, with¬ 
out her, without love Interest, except Incidentally, 
without snare or guile for the reader of summer 
fiction, somewhat bare and unlovely, but faithful 
to Its hiysh Intentions. A plant and the master 
workmen thereof are the core and substance of 
"Steel Chips." After we have finished this book, 
Shop Forty of the Atlas Works has acquired a 
personality, the like of which most novelists seak 
to bestow on Individuals. This book Is a tragedy, 
not because Abraham Dartnell, the young man 
through whom Mr. Jones tells his story, becomes 
absorbed Into the service of the mechanical deity 
that Is Shop Forty, but because the war comes, 
work must be speeded, the pride of craftsmanship 
becomes battered and new monsters of machines 
are Installed to do what men cannot do. 

The shop Is the principle of unity, and the 
shop becomes more and more life-like as we 
observe Its action upon the chief figures of our 
story and their responses to this vast Industrial 
cathedral In which they work. Pride of crafts- 
manshlp Is the governing principle, and that pride 
is as strong In the radical workers as in any other 
group. We overhear Haggertha durlpg the strike 
worrying about what Is happening to his lathe. 
The engraver. Zellner, the nucleus of radicalism 
In the plant, has long before the story opens won 
for himself Immunity from his nominal superiors, 
Council Banks and "Hat-Peg” Porson. All of 
these men, and Trego, Coughlin, the Intellectual 
Jeens, are rich In oharacter. But Zellner looms 
above the rest, with his force and gleam divided 
between his craftsmanship and his Intellectual 
radicalism. 

We see these strong, single-minded men not 
only at work but at their play, at the cock fight 
and the clam bake, on fishing expeditions, maud¬ 
lin drunk, or soberly debating. We are not 
charmed, but we are held by the author’s sin¬ 
cerity and the undeviatlng direction of his yarn. 
The chief defect of this novel Is that the char¬ 
acter whose story we are at first led to believe 
"Steel Chips" Is going to be, becomes, toward the I 
end, somewhat vague and shadowy.

Dr. Torrance brought his expedition back to 
Civilization again without losing a single person. 
In spite of perils from wild beasts and microbes' 
He himself had a narrow escape on another Jungle 
trek In Sumatra when he took part In a tiger 
hunt. At another time, when he undressed to 
take a swim, he threw his clothes over what he 
took to bo a branch of a tree. It was a huge 
python, seventeen feet long and as big round as 
a stove pipe. The snake was not very active for 
it was'in the act of digesting a rather large animal 
and the doctor Jumped la time. Perhaps his most 
terrible experience was when he tried to cross a 
river on a log and was chased by a gigantic alli¬ 
gator. He shot his revolver Into the animal's 
mouth, but If one of hls black boys had not dived 
and stabbed the brute from beneath, the doctor 
would have been bitten In two. It will seem to 
tie reader, however, that this brave servant of 
humanity had even narrower escapes in going 
into native villages where there were epidemics 
of sleeping sickness, of blackwater fever, and yel¬ 
low Jack. He was often down with malaria, but 
came safely through all the missions of mercy 
which he describes so graphically in hls book.

THE UNMARRIED WOMAN 
AGAIN NOVEL SUBJECT 
FOR DARING AUTHOR OF 
“WELL OF LONELINESS” 

T HERE is nothing offensive in the latest novel 
of Miss Radclyffe Hall. "The Unlit Lamp" 
is the delicately developed story of an un¬ 
fulfilled. frustrated, wasted life, a life sapped, 
disintegrated and reduced to debris by petty ser¬ 
vice to others, chiefly to a whining, complaining, 
lnvalldlsh, over-dependent mother, one of those 
persons whose chief "charm" lies In her general 
helplessness, fussiness and deadly gift for multi¬ 
plying the occasions for trouble. "The Uhllt 
Lamp" Is another story of the weak bleeding the 
life out of the strong, with Radclyffe-Halllan 
twist to It. 

Tho strong In this case Is Joan Ogden, the 
brilliant daughter of a retired English colonel 
who had left active service In India in order to 
die in the coast town of Seabourae. This town 
la for Its young and active-minded Inhabitants 
the English equivalent for Sinclair Lewis's Go¬ 
pher Prairie. Under the tutelage "of Elizabeth 
Rodney, one of those restless bodies whose feet 
are caught In the sticky slime of 8eabourne and 
"duty,” Joans mind opens up and grows strong. 
8he thinks of Cambridge and a career. *8he crams, 
passes her entrance exams, studies mMloal books, 
preparing for the time when site shall be of 
age and break away, to Cambridge, to London, 
to an untrammeled life with Elizabeth. 

At this point your reviewer becomes ever so 
so slightly wabbly. To state In a sentence the 
exact nuance of a relationship upon which the 
novelist has expended hundreds of pages, subtle, 
suggestive pages rather than blunt, explicit opes, I 
la to risk an Injustice to the novelist and the 
novel. Just as you may rise hundreds of feet 
above sea level after a long motor ride on a 
road which seems flat, but isn't, so do you become 
aware, after a long read In thla book, that Joan 
and Elizabeth entertain for each other an emo¬ 
tion eomewhat more Intense than the convcn- 
’ tlonal school girl-governess "crush." It Is some¬ 
thing more than "cruah" and something less than 
repulsive; It Is desire that we see, at the worst, 
not consummation, and It would be a rash • 
person who would swear that the "love" Eliza¬ 
beth and Joan feel for each other la anything 
but a spiritual sublimation of the normal sex 
Impulses, a sublimation In which are Involved 
desire for freedom and career. It Is obvious, of 
course, that these women, especially Joan, are 
unsexed feminists, and 1 for one wish that Miss 
Hall had spared us that false note of the per¬ 
sistent suit of Joan by Richard Benson. 


tfc'T'HE Unlit Lamp” is not as essay, according 

A to Harry Sal peter, but a novel, and It has 
therefore a core of conflict and action, conflict 
and action raised, or depressed, to the psychologic 
plane. That core consists In the struggle between 
the weakling mother of Joan and the masterful 
Elizabeth Rodney for the possession of Joan. The 
battle wavers, but the octopus mother wins, and 
from the time of the victory until the close of 
the book we are witnesses to the gradual deteri¬ 
oration of a masterful woman under the peevish 
control of a mother who Inwardly feared and was 
ashamed of the facts of sex which marriage had 
forced Upon her. MIbs Hall delicately conveys 
the Implication that Mrs. Ogden seized upon her 
daughter Joan as spiritual compensation, at least 
In part, of the betrayal marriage had wreaked 
upon her "finer" Impulses. 

The wonder grows on reading "The Unlit 
Lamp" that the material for a psychiatric essay 
should have been so beautifully moulded into the 
form of a novel. To have qualms against the 
theme of the novel Is no argument against the 
craftsmanship which has been expended In the 
fictional development of that theme. For there 
Is no limitation on the novelist which forbids 
him to dredge below the surface of our lives; 
although, In my anti-art for art's sake moments 
I feel about Miss Hall as Johnson felt about the 
satiric poet Churchill—that her artistic fecundity 
is good only for producing crab apples. Miss Hail's 
crab apples are well moulded. 

It Is only during the first half of "The. Unlit 
Lamp" that we are led to expect another exploi¬ 
tation of the theme of "The Well ef Loneliness/’ 
another fictional statement of the manner In 
which the unaexed woman adjusts herself to the 
problem of sex, but as we go along we find that 
"The Unlit Lamp" reflects every aspect of one 
unhappy life. Perhaps If Miss Hall had written 
a more conventional variation on the old story 
of the daughter whose duty to h«r parents pre- 
vehts her from marrying the young man to whom 
her girlhood troth had baen plighted, sire would 
have had no trouble at all In enlisting our sym¬ 
pathy for Joan Ogden. But because her duty to 
her mother separated her not from a lover but 
from another woman, our natural inclination is 
to challenge Miss Hall the novelist to engage our 
sympathies for her chief character. That she suc¬ 
ceeds at least'In part In so difficult a task Is the 
measure of the patient constructive gift that she 
can bring to her task. When we close this book 
It Is with something of a pang for the emptiness 
that Is Joan Ogden's. / 


TT is Interesting to speculate how much of our 
* prepossessing attitude In reading the first part, 
at least, of "The Unlit Lamp" Is colored by the 
' knowledge that this book has been written by 
the author of "The Well of Loneliness." I should 
think that the reader's anticipation of the sinister 
would tend to give a darker tint to several of the 
episodes in "The Unlit Lamp.” Even from a 
priggish point of view there Is no evil in this 
book. There is only one slight suggestion of 
the untoward, that brief scene In the London 
rooming place when one young woman who has 
been stinting herself In order to buy cream puffs 
and flowers for the temperamental Harriett* 
rushes off In flaming anger when she observes 
the latter drawing Joan out In Intimate talk. 

I believe that Miss Hall takee a little more time 
In order to tell her stories because of the neces¬ 
sity of slow and patient insinuation of her 
theme and her characters. "The Unlit Lamp" is 
somewhat too long for the story It tells; but, also, 
stories that take place In the mind always unfold 
a little more tortuously than those which deal 
exclusively with surface events. It will disappoint 
the seekers for sensation; these, I am oertaln. will 
consider it dull. Miss Hall has artistic preten¬ 
tions which she Justifies, and. believe It or not. 
"The Unlit Lamp" Is a feminine novel. 


Even the Great Boswell 
Had Lapses As Diarist; 
Malahide Manuscripts Now 
Show How He Wrote “Life” 

S TUDENTS of eighteenth century English 
literature have been In two camps on the 
subject of how James Boswell prepared hls 
"Life of Samuel Johnson.” The matter is now 
set at rest by the revelations In the Malahide 
manuscripts published by Col. Ralph H. Isham. 
Of these additional three. "The Making of the Life 
of Johnson" Is the most important, for It tells 
clearly how Boswell wrote the famous life. 

Here Goeffrey Scott has done a most careful, 
scholarly work, for it was his task to take many 
fragments and notes and make senfte out of them. 
He made several notable discoveries of Importance 
to Johnsonians: that Boswell did not regularly 
sit In a corner making notes of what Johnson 
said, but rather wrote up hls notes afterwards, 
thus discounting a libel circulated by Mrs. Thrale. 
that Boswell left out many good things said by 
himself because they had nothing to do with 
Johnson; «that Edmund Malone was a big factor 
In keeping Boswell to hls task, and that although 
he did not prepare the original "life,” he most 
certainly not only edited the "Journal of a Tbur 
to the Hebrides." but actually helped construct 
that book. Mr. Scott finds documentary support 
for many of the conclusions which Blrbeck Hall 
had reached by 1887 without seeing the original 
manuscripts, and for the views expressed more 
recently by Prof. Chauncey Tinker. 

Of the edition of 575 copies mado of the papers 
of James Boswell by William Edwin Budge and 
designed by Bruce Rogers, less than 100 are now 
available, the rest having already been subscribed 
for by -the great libraries and collectors. In hls 
recent trip to England Mr. Rudge had the satis¬ 
faction of presenting one copy to the King for 
the famous library at Windsor Castle, another tQ 
the British Museum and a third to the Bodleian 
Library. 

• • « 

TT Is a satisfaction to discover that Boswell. 

whom most of us regard as a careful diarist, 
had plenty of lapses during which he was tired 
and lazy and made no notes without an effort. 
Harry Hauser of The World says. Most everyone 
who has ever tried to keep a diary recognizes that 
feeling, and apparently the old-timers, who were 
more meticulous in recording their dally acts than 
we are. suffered from It. I have always admired 
men who could keep a diary, because I could 
never keep one myself. I tried to several times, 
and was Invariably overcome with the conviction 
that the events I recorded were too trivial to 
bear mention. 

Yet the trivialities of a life are Important If 
set down In all honesty, which Boswell did In 
several Instances, and which Pepys did. But Bos¬ 
well was conscious mo6t of the time that someone 
was looking over hls shoulder, and he wms vain 
enough to pose even in hls journals, Hre rough 
notes, from whicji he meant to write hls full 
Journals, are Ih-feallty hls real diary. When he 
came to write a Journal he had to prod himself 
Into activity; or. as In the case of the Hebrides 
be prodded continuously by Malone. 

The "Journal In London, 1773," Is one of the 
Important documents reproduced (partly In fac¬ 
simile) In this book; the original consists of fifty- 
two sewn but unbound pages In Boswell's hand. 
Mr. Scott Indicates what portions of this are in¬ 
cluded In the "life" and what omitted; proving 
that Boswell used hls materials very carefully, 
and omitted little. Here we have Boswell calling 
upon all hls friends upon hls arrival in London, 
and the sayings of this galaxy are here recorded; 
he visits Gen. Paoll. leader of the Corsicans, who 
has become known among the Londoners as 
"Gen. Polly;" Oliver Goldsmith, who had Just 
beaten Evans, the publisher; Gen. Oglethorpe, who 
had greatly admired Boswell's book on Corsica; 
David Garrick, whom he found with Mrs. Gar¬ 
rick about to take a coach Into the country; and 
Topham Beauclerk, whom ho admired because 
Beauclerk venerated Johnson. 

• • • 

TN this Journal we get Boswell's record of hls 
-*• visit to the House of Commons, where he heard 
various members speak, among them Edmund 
Burke, who spoke twice. Boswell records that 
It was a great feast for him. "It was astonishing 
how all kinds of figures of speech crowded upon 
him. It was like a man In an orchard where 
boughs loaded with fruit hung around him. and 
he pulled apples as fast as he pleased and pelted 
the Ministry. It seemed to me. however, that his 
oratory rather tended to distinguish himself than 
to assist hls cause. There was amusement Instead 
of persuasion. It was like the exhibition of a 
favorite actor.” Thus It becomes evident that 
speaking before an audience In a legislative cham¬ 
ber affects men equally In different ages. 

Here we also find recorded Boswell's visit to 
"8he 8toop3 to Conquer” at Covent Garden. It 
being the play's second night, and of Goldsmith's 
showing him "two paragraphs of scandal about 
Mr. Johnson and Mrs. Thrale. How an eminent 
brewer was very Jealous of a certain author In 
folio, and perceived a strong resemblance to him 
in hls eldest son." Both Goldsmith and Boswell 
are outraged, but Boswell fears that;some may 
believe It, because “the assertions of a newspaper 
ore taken up Insensibly." 

An odd little fragment, not used In any of 
Boswell’s books, sheds an amusing light on John¬ 
son. It reads: "Dr. Johnson could not bear to 
be called Dr. Johnston. 1 suppose because that 
Is the Scotch name. May 15, 178 (sic) I wrote 
to Sir Alexr. Dick: "Pray do not put a t In the 
middle of his name. It Is Impaling him.'.” 

Of the manuscript of Boswell’s "Life of John¬ 
son" only sixteen pages were found Intact; five 
smaller pages covering Johnson's tour to France 
were found, but the rest of the papers were pul¬ 
verized and fell almost to ashes. They lay so long 
in a damp garret at Auchlnleck In Scotland that 
they were completely ruined. This manuscript, 
now In the Isham collection, Is no doubt the most 
valuable Boswellion writing now extant.

Strange as it may seem, the 
monarchists do not want him 
back, because, inside Germany, 
most of them would look upon 
him as a liability rather than an 
asset. 

HOW MUDDLE CAME 
ABOUT 

The whole muddled situation 
is due to an extraordinary oc¬ 
currence in the lower house of 
the German Reichstag the other 
day. Seven years ago a long 
series of political assassinations 
of members of Germany’s re¬ 
publican government was attrib¬ 
uted to secret organizations of 
monarchists. Aroused at last, 
the Reichstag passed a law for 
the safeguarding of the repub¬ 
lic. It provided special penal- 


As some of the provi¬ 
sions were contrary to the Wei¬ 
mar Constitution, to pass the 
bill required a two-thirds ma¬ 
jority. This was obtained and 
the same vote was secured some 
years later. 

But this year, to everybody’s 
surprise, it failed, although the 
vote was 265 for it to 166 
against. The vote which pre¬ 
vented the measure from be¬ 
coming law was cast by the 
Economic party, njpved not by 
conviction, but by a desire for 
revenge.

Watches at Sea 


Are Explained 


On shore the day is divided up into 
two—"a m..” from midnight to noon, 
and "p.m.," from noon to midnight— 
but at sea It Is different, explains a 
master mariner ln Chums. 

The day starts at midnight, but Is 
divided up Into watches of four hours, 
except 4 to 8 ln the evening, and this 
Is divided into two watches known as 
the dog watches. The idea of this was 
that the watches might be changed 
around. The crew were divided into 
two watches, port and starboard; so. 
you see, unless there were some means

The watches were named: First. 
Middle, and Morning (this was also 
known as the "Graveyard’’ watch, as it 
is always the coldest Just before dawn); 
Forenoon. Afternoon, and Dog watches. 

As you did not have any church 
clocks striking the hour, the way you 
let the men on watch know the time 
was by striking a bell on the bridge, 
which Is repeated by a bell forward. 

The time was divided up Into 
watches, one bell being the first half- 
hour of the watch, two bells the first 
hour, and so on, one bell being again 
rung a quarter of an hour before the 
end of the watch, so that the watch 
below could turn out and get dressed 
to relieve the watch on deck. 

At *7.20 In the morning, and 11.20 in 
the forenoon, seven bells, instead of 
being rung at the half-hour, would be 
rung at twenty past; this was to give 
the watch below a little longer to 
enable them to get their breakfast or 
dinner. 

You see by this system the crew 
! normally did twelve hours on deck; 
but should It be required for the 
working of the ship, taking in or mak¬ 
ing sail, etc., the watch below were 
liable to be called out at any time, 
especially when running your Easting 
down or rounding the Horn. 

Many a night you would be working 
all your watch below taking ln sail; 
then again, In the morning, when day¬ 
light came and things looked brighter, 
nearly all your watch below, setting 
sail; so on these occasions you can 
imagine you got very little sleep. 

Of course, when you got into a good 
steady trade wind, you made up tor It, 
because then you might go for days 
and never have to trim the yards, but 
Just go bowling along at a steady 13 
or 14 knots. 

When you were ln the Doldrums— 
that Is. down by the Equator, where 
there are very light changeable winds 
and one gets tremendously heavy 
showers of rain—you are trimming 
your yards a dozen times ln a watch, 
so as to catch the slightest breath of 
wind to help along.

But granting our superiority in numbers and 
size there Is no doubt that we have no spectacle 
equalling the July and August glory of the moors 
of Great Britain and Ireland. And there Is no 


They are thus 
derivatives of "heath," an uncultivated tract of 
land or waste." So when we use the word 
"heathen" we should mean, if we' confined our¬ 
selves to the strict seswj’of the term, a "dweller 
In the heath country."-^ust as the Latin-derived 
word "pagan" means originally a "countryman.” 
"Heath" was thus used In a very general sense, 
as when Bacon speaks of "woods of oranges and 
heaths or rosemary"; and when Scott apostro¬ 
phises Scotland as 

"O Caledonia, stern and wild! 

Meet nurse for a poetic child. 

Land of brown heath and shaggy wood!" 

he is not thinking of Its flora so much as of the 
contrast of vast open spaces with the forest s 
sheltered gloom. In other words, '‘heath” and 
"heather" both owe their names to being found 
growing on heaths. Llndley, the English botanist 


calls all the plants of the Ericaceae or Heath 
family "heathworts." 

Now. on Vancouver Island we have three well- 
known "heathworts," ajl of them found on the 
high mountains, where they form with other low 
plants narrow "heaths" about the limit of timber, 
and In the neighborhood of the summer’s linger¬ 
ing remnants of snow. They are known as the 
white-flowered moss-heather (Cassiope merten- 
siana). the pink-flowered mountain-heath (Phyl- 
lodoce glandullflora). The English names I have 
taken from the Provincial Museum’s "Preliminary 
Catalogue of the Flora of Vancouver and Queen 
Charlotte Islands.” It will be noticed that the 
terms "heath” and "heather" are used com¬ 
pounded with suitable descriptive words, and they 
support the answer I should make to anyone ask¬ 
ing the question I began with: "Does heather 


^ Island. The answer depends on our use of the 
name "heather." If we confine *lt strictly to 
the ling heather of the British Isles, then we 
must reply that It does not grow in a wild state 
here or anywhere on the American continent 
except in Labrador and Massachusetts, where It Is 
very infrequent. If we Include In the term 
"heather" the various heaths, cross-leaved, fine- 
leaved. Cornish, and ciliated, they are unknown 
on this side of the Atlantic, as are all the other 
heaths, most qf which come from southwest 
Africa. However, as the terms "heath" and 
"heather" are popular titles. It Is pardonable, I 
think, to extend them to Include other plants of 
the same family with a general resemblance. But 
let us sec first what the significance of the term

FAMILY REPRESENTATION 

While the heath family is scarcely at all 
represented on this continent by the genera to 
which the British heaths and heather belong, we 
have one advantage over Great Britain and Ire¬ 
land in the much larger number of genera of 
that family growing on our Island. Including 
the pyrolas and excluding the Indlan-plpe family 
there are In the British Isles ten genera of Eri¬ 
caceae.

«ml paying fifty cabs to form 
the procession. 

This was not his first mar¬ 
riage. Helen Clifford, dramatic 
critic of The New Ilaven Regis¬ 
ter, a magazine writer and a 
close friend of Maude Adams, 
was the first. They were soon 
divorced. 

After meeting Mrs. Smith in 
Spokane, a brief and tumul¬ 
tuous courtship followed, which 
dazzled the little widow. Mrs. 
Smith was a lively member of 
their late parties. It is related 
that upon one occasion she ac¬ 
cepted the challenge of a tVavel- 
ing man, who had been attentive 
to her at an affair, to marry him 
that morning. From the all 
night party they went to the 
Court House for a license, but 
Mrs. Smith finally balked at the 
clerk’s offiee. 

LOST MINE SUIT 

The Wilburs built a love nest 
in Spokane at a cost of $50,000, 
furnished by Mrs. Wilbur. 
‘'Finis'’ to this romance was 


written,in the Spokane courts in 
11)18 when she was granted a 
divorce on the grounds of 
cruelty and abandonment. She 
testified she had presented Wil¬ 
bur with $130,000 among other 
sums, with which to establish 
himself in business. She said 
he squandered her money on his 
wardrobe, one tailor’s bill alone 
which she had paid being $3,000. 
She declared that another 
woman had followed them from 
Spokane to Chicago, San Fran¬ 
cisco and Seattle. 

Released from this romance, 
Mrs. Smith resumed her former 
name. In 1921 she joined with 
some other stockholders of the 
llecla in a sensational ami costly 
suit to restrain the directors of 
the Heela from purchasing the 
Star Mine at Mullan, Idaho. She 
lost the suit and it estranged 
Mrs. Smith from the board. Mrs. 
Smith disposed of large quanti¬ 
ties of her Heda holdings soon 
after. 

So far as her Spokane and 


Coeur d’Alene friends were con¬ 
cerned, Mrs. Smith dropped 
from sight until December, 1926. 
Then Sirs. George Francis Scol- 
lard, mentioned in Associated 
Press dispatches from South 
America, was identified as the 
widow of “Ifecla Jim’’ Smith. 

It then became known that 
Sirs. Smith and Scollard had 
been married in St. Louis in 
1925. An extensive honeymoon 
in Europe followed, and, return¬ 
ing they built a palatial home at 
Bellingham, Wash. lie was the 
representative of a dredging 
company. 

Scollard and his wife quar¬ 
reled in Buenos Ayroa. Accord¬ 
ing to Sirs. Smith’s story, Scol¬ 
lard put her on a train at the 
Argentine capital, then left it 
by a ruse and joined a lady 
friend on a flight to New York. 

Then began one.of the most 
dramatic events in the hectic ca¬ 
reer of the widow of “Heela 


Jim.” She and her husband en¬ 
gaged in a sensational race of 
10,000 miles to reach the State 
of Washington first, several mil¬ 
lion dollars in hanks and safety 
deposit boxes being the stakes. 
Both engaged counsel by radio. 
CONTINUALLY IN COURT 

Scollard won the race to 
Seattle by about a week. When 
Mrs. Scollard arrived he had 
disappeared and she reported 
that he had taken $1,600,000 be¬ 
longing to her. He was arrested 
at Vancouver, B.C., and charged 
jointly with his valet of stealing 
$150,000 cash from Sirs. Scol¬ 
lard. 

Since that time the Seollards 
have been in the courts nearly 
continuously with their troubles. 
Scollard has been arrested a 
number of times on his wife’s 
complaint; the charges have 
been dismissed and then he has 
been rearrested. Sometimes the 


charges hnvfe been for larceny; 
sometimes foV contempt of court 
and again fft\ misappropriation 
of funds. Diflprenees have fol¬ 
lowed reconciliations in fast 
order. A few h\iurs after they 
had made public announcement 
of adjustment of Vtheir marital 
hostilities, Mrs. Scollard accused 
him in court of raisftvg a $100 
cheque she had given him to 
$ 100 , 000 . 

One time she reported that 
19,000 shares of llecla, valued 
at about $20 a share, "$20,000 
worth of Oriental rugs and thou¬ 
sands of dollars worth of 
jewelry were missing. 

At one period, after they had 
been reunited, Scollard declared 
that in four months of litigation, 
in which eighteen lawyers wera 
employed, the cost had been 
$1,000,000. Last September 
they were finally divorced. 


her income from this mining 
stock alone amounted to 
$200,000 'annually. She began 
speculating on the Chieago 
Board of Trade and was so suc¬ 
cessful that she became known 
as the “Hetty Green of La Salle 
Street.”
